By REQUEST OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


Ln compliance with the Public Statutes your School Board would 
respectfully submit this report of the schools of London- 
aderry, for the year ending, February 15, 1902. 

The spring term of twelve weeks was maintained in each 
of the ten schools by resident teachers, nearly all of whom ' 
had taught the same schools in previous terms. Usually the 
best results are obtainable in the spring term, as both the 
teachers and the scholars after the long vacation following 
the winter term, bring renewed life and vigor into the school- 
room, and the closing inspections proved that there were no 
exceptions to this general rule. We found that good pro- 
gress had been made in all the schools. 


Part of the schools in this spring term were given the 
opening inspection by the Rev. George A. McLucas, who 
was chosen as a member of the School Board for three 
years. But his auspicious services were abruptly brought to a 
close by reason of a call to preach at Salisbury, Mass., much 
to the regret of his many warm friends throughout the 
town. 


. 


The fall term was somewhat marred at the beginning by 
the resignation of Miss Martha J. Boyd, one of the most pop- 
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ular teachers in town, thus causing a change in the assign- 
ment of teachers. Rev. J. W. Francis, who had taught the 
spring term in No. 3, was placed in charge of the vacant 
District No. 1. Mr. Francis at the opening met with some 
friction, yet by the timely action and firm support of the 
School Board, augmented by the kind and hearty co-operation 
of parents and friends of the district, the school was carried 
successfully forward to the close of the year. 


The fall term in No. 3 was placed in charge of Miss 
Frances F.. Colby of West Derry. Miss Colby, a recent grad- 
uate of Pinkerton Academy, yet without experience as a 
teacher, at once manifested that kindness and fortitude in the 
schoolroom which easily won the hearts of her pupils. Her 
services continued the fall and winter terms with good satis- 
faction to the district and great profit to the scholars. 


The school in No. ro suffered a rupture in the fall term at 
the end of the fifth week by reason of the illness of Miss 
Alice B. Smith the teacher. With an interim of one week 
your committee succeeded in placing Mr. Jerome C. Mc- 
Murphy, of Derry in charge of the school which was carried 
forward to the end of the term, and also through the winter 
term with good results. 


The School Board with pupils and parents of the district 
would hereby extend their sympathy and good wishes to Miss 
Smith in her misfortune and hope her health may be speedily 
restored, and strength given to resume her work again in the 
schoolroom. 


In all the other schools the fall term was marked by a 
good degree of advancement which is pleasing to note. 


A short winter term of four weeks was maintained in all 
the schools, being taught by the same teachers as in the pre- 
vious term. ‘There was no complete system of inspection 
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carried out in this winter term, that work having been so fully 
gone over in the fall term just closing, this course seemed to 
be fully justified by reason of the able and competent corps 
of teachers placed in charge of schools. From the few visits 
made we learned that especial attention was given to the 
older scholars to proceed to more advanced work. 


This we think cannot be too highly commended, for as 
the younger pupils do not attend at this season so constantly, 
there will be no neglect on their part. And while speaking 
of these things, we would take this opportunity to urge upon 
the older scholars in town, to strive more earnestly in their 
closing years of common school life to cover more ground in 
their studies, and to do more thorough work in the line of 
education. And the teachers should see to it that all desires 
in this direction on the part of the pupils, are fostered and 
encouraged in all possible ways. 


And the attention of all parents and citizens of the town 
is hereby called to the 8th article in the school warrant, call- 
ing for a Superintendent of schools to the end that more effi- 
ciency and greater elevation, may be obtained in the manage- 
ment of our common schools. 


During the year the introduction of a new reader has 
been completed which was partially begun a year ago. The 
“Columbian Series” have been exchanged for the “Stepping 
Stones to Literature Series.” And your committee have now 
in contemplation an exchange in text books on Geography ; 
also there needs to be a change in Physiologies and Histories. 


We are pleased to note that a private term of six weeks 
has been taught in No. 7 since the close of the town school 
year, with good results to all parties, and speaks well for the 
interest in the cause of education in that section of the 
town.
